Foxcatcher Hounds 


(Md.) 


A visit at the home of a grand 
sportsman, and a brilliant day with 
the Foxeatcher Hounds as written 
by O'Malley Knott, 

On Friday afternoon, I took the 
train to Wilmington where my good 
friend, John Bowditch, met me. It 
was an easy drive to his lovely old 
stone house, a mile or so awav from 
the Club House and Kennels. After 
showing me some hospitality and 
his very cosy and comfortable house, 
we went up to the stable to see the 
two horses we were to ride next day 
I was to have that sweet old thor- 
oughbred Tappy Lappy, Brose Clark’s 
one-time chaser and which had car- 
ried Mrs. James Park brilliantly for 
four years at Harford. This fifteen- 
year old son of Trojan was to prove 
to me that he had regained his youth 
—but more about that later. 

John was to ride Joe Gobarth, a 
good stamp of horse from Calgary, 
Alberta, that was shipped in to me 
sometime before’ this. Strangely 
enough, John had known the horse 
when he was at Calgary before he 
was shipped. He never thought he 
would own him and be carried _ so 
well to Hounds here 1n the east. 

We had a dinner that only Emma 
could cook and then sat over a big 
fire, the bottle handy, and talked 
and talked. John was Master of the 
Millwood Hounds for a number of 
years; has recovered from a finan- 
cial nose-dive, turning to a tailspin 
in which position he landed alive: 
and with the backing of good old 
friends has won his way back to 
health, peace of mind and a respon- 
sible position as Secretary of The 
Delaware Steeplechase and Race 
Association. 

To live in the heart of the Fox- 
catcher country, be able to hunt 
three days a week and have the love 
and respect of all those with who 
he comes in contact is a blessing tv 
a good sportsman. and a worker too 
—a good combination. It is strange 
and lucky too that he came in con- 
tact with and won the confidence of

the most outstanding sportsman of 
the day in this Country, a man 
whose mind is so active that he not 
only is a success in business but also 
reaches as near perfection as is given 
to a human being to be in all his 
sporting activities (and they are 
many): William du Pont, Jr. 

We turned in early. The next 
morning ate an enormous breakfast 


and motored to the meet at Cecil 
County Breeders Horse Show 


Grounds, arrived in time to have a 
few words with Carl and Kemp 
Furr, the latter the Huntsman. 
These two brothers are great 3ports- 
men and when you want a thrill 
you must ride behind them when 
Hounds are running. Soon Mr. dv- 
Pont came along with his two daugh- 
ters. 

There were twenty couple of 
Hounds including four couple of 
puppies.. We hunted this day in Mr. 
duPont’s so-called “Block”? of about 
four thousand acres, all wire out, 
grazed with cattle and fenced with 
snake fences. This part of the coun- 
try is separated from the south 
country by a highway with much traf- 
fic. Mr. Du Pont told me many 
Hounds were killed on it by motors, 
so he built several iron bridges over 
this highway; they start well back 
in the field and are sodded so that 
fox, Hounds and field can cross them 
at a gallop. Then he built a high 
wire fence on both sides of the road 
so that foxes and Hounds could not 
cross except over the bridges. 

We drew several coverts blank. 
There was a high, cold, northwest 
wind. By the time we came to the 
northeast boundary of the block, we 
jumped a fox sunning himself in the 
broom sedge on the Wilkinson farm. 
Hounds were right on him and went 
away very fast. The first field was 
on a side hill badly gullied; a deep 
gully had been filled in with cut 
brown grass and sedge; a more per- 
fect trap for a horse could not be 
imagined. Carl Furr was nearly in. 
The M. F. H. did go in and his horse 
stood on his head, but both recover- 
ed marvelously. 

Hounds streamed across Elbow 
Lane up the valley over a_ sizable 
brook with high cut banks, then 
sharp right up hill over an upstand- 
ing snake fence into Cross’s_ Hill 
with Hounds in view, running hard 
into Blackburn’s Woods. Mr. duPent 
made a quick move here, cutting 
around the edge of the wood and 
jumping back into Elbow Lane. He 
was rewarded by viewing the “little 
red gentleman,” crossing the lane 
again into McClosky’s. About two 
miles after crossing the lane, Hounds 
lost at a cart track in the woods. I 
think the fox met us head on and 
doubled back across his own line. 

The high wind and bad scent made 
the Master go on to look for anoth- 
er. Mr. duPont was disappointed at 
not having a better day, but I teld 
him to a man like myself who works 
five days a week in an office, every 
day is a thrill even if blank and to- 
day we had a fast thirty minutes.

Another thing about a well-paneled 
country is that you know the take 
off and landing are good footing, so 
one can tin-can into them as fast as 
you like.

foxes, for they will have to run in the 
open, fast Hounds and fast horses 
and riders that mean going. 

Of course, in that flat country 
with excellent footing, horses will 
be able to gallop and stay much easi- 
er than in a hilly country like Mill- 
brook. There are a number of large 
old stone and brick houses’ which 
must have been built when people 
had families that were families: 
fifteen to sixteen children and nine 
or ten servants. The oid houses are 
there and lovely old trees too. 

The Delaware Canal runs east and 
west across the upper end of the 
Peninsula between the Delaware 
River and the eastern shore of the 
Chesapeake Bay and is the northern 
boundary of the country. The hunt- 
ing country is, roughly, twelve’ by 
twelve miles, the eastern boundary 
being about in the line of the Glas- 
gow Bridge, Middletown Delaware 
and Cecilton, Maryland. The south- 
ern line is about that from Cecilton 
to the mouth of the Sassafrass River 
where the Chesapeake Bay forms 
the rough saw-toothed western 
boundary but the teeth are very at- 
tractive in the shape of peninsulas 
of goodly dimension, fine country 
and full of foxes. About half way 
down to the eastern shore, the Bo 
hemia River and its little sister join 
hands in front of an uprising head- 
land. This headland is a farm of six 
hundred acres and has recently been 
purchased by the Master; is beauti- 
fully located, practically in _ the 
center of the country that will be 
most hunted, and has ready access 
to the water. 

Mr. Dean also owns another farm 
about three and one-half miles to 
the eastward as the crow flies. This 
farm, known as the Dixon farm, we 
visited and walked over to see some

bridges over the ravines and 
swamps. They may be disagreeable 
to cross but they hold foxes. 

Others who own farms in or near 
the country now hunted are Donald 
P. Ross, owner of the Brandywine 
Stables and a fine string of heavy- 
weight hunters, Charles W. Baker, 
Jr., the first president of Delaware 
Park, and a new-comer to. these 
parts, Edwin D. Morgan all the way 
from Wheatley Hills, Long Island. 

I have never hunted in such an 
open, flat country. I don’t know of 
any country in the world like it 
now being hunted. It will be most 
interesting to see what foxes. do, 
for a fox hates to show himself. I 
should sum it up by saying: the 
country has great possibilities; so 
big and open that a field of fifty to 
seventy-five or more would not seem 
crowded; and if it is humanly poss- 
ible to make it a great success, Simp- 
son Dean, Donald Pp. Ross and Roy 
Freck will do it. May they have 
great success and may I live to have 
a great day over that galloping ter- 
rain. They are hunting there now, 
one day a week. 

Monday, February 13th., was a 
red letter day in my life. Foxcatcher 
Hounds met at the Cemetary on the 
road from Fair Hill to Lewisville, 
9:30 A. M. The day was perfect: no 
wind, a slight frost in the night but 
not enough even to put a bone in 
the turf, seventeen couple of 
Hounds, four couple of puppies. It 
was a great pity the Master or that 
good lady to Hounds, Mrs duPont, 
could not be out. Kemp Furr hunt- 
ing Hounds as usual on that rare 
one, Rerule. Carl Furr on  Heart- 
breaker, First Whip Cecil Gregg on 
Tony, Second Whip Bush  Under- 
wood on Depth, John Bowditch on 
Joe Gobarth and I was happy on 
Tappy Lappy. Hounds jogged through 
Biles Wood, wanting to hold their 
thunder for the Liwle Elk Valley, 
crossed the road below Osborne 
Mackey’s and across the meadow to 
the Armstrong Farms. Here _ they 
really began to work in some woods 
that were fairly open. Up to this 
time, there had not been even a 
whimper. Then one Hound spoke in 
no uncertain terms; then another— 
and another; and then the whole 
pack. What a delightful ery, and 
crash through those woods and then 
what drive! For the next thirty min- 
utes without a check, I am told, we 
crossed fifteen farms going straight 
southwest: Armstrongs, Scott, Beers, 
Mackey, Cline, Burns, Underwood, 
Johnson, Mendenhall, Biles, Yerkes, 
Duncan Brown, Brown, Yale, Algard. 
Hounds checked here in a big wood. 
Carl Furr, John Bowditch, Under- 
wood and I went wide here and 
Pete Dougherty (that good foxhunt- 
er) joined up. He was really in ahead 
of us all the time though we had not 
seen him. Although we were some 
little distance away from Hounds, 
we could hear them pick up the line 
again in those big woods and turn 
almost directly back. We soon pick- 
ed them up and started tincanning 
home over the above list of farms, 
practically retracing our steps, ex- 
cept we had to take a horrible bar- 
way with a plank on top. showing 
quite a little daylight below it; the 
kind of fence that looked, I am sure, 
much bigger than it was. The way 
Carl Furr’s back looked to me, as 
he put his heels in and gave us alla 
lead, made me feel he loved it as 
much as [ hated it. Carl rides the 
old-fashioned seat, but if he were a 
horse I would say_he was perfectly 
balanced and give him a blue for his 
way of not moving! John made a 
brilliant performance on Joe Go- 


barth, Tappy Lappy carried me over 





so easily I began to smile even be- 
fore we landed. Gregg’s horse stood 
on his head landing but both recov- 
ered marvelously. Later, Bush on 
Depth got into a creek, but no real 
casualties. 


I have heard beautiful echoes in 
my life but never heard a_ whole 
pack of Hounds in full cry giving 
such clear and beautiful music. It 
was towards the end of the run, the 
fox was turning and twisting. W2 
came through a deep woods, jumped 
over the line fence into an open field 
and stood to listen. There was a 
small hill immediately in front of 
us and the woods behind. Suddenly, 
we heard music in the woods and it 
seemed to me the clearest I had 
ever heard. John said, ‘‘Why, Hounds 
are in the woods at the back of us.” 
Then in a minute or two it seemed 
to come from over the hill in front 


of us and the whole pack appeared 

coming over the hill and went right 

into the woods we had just left. It

Pouring rain drenched the hunt 
country all day Tuesday and Hounds 
did not go out. 

Wednesday, March Ist, the meet 
was scheduled at 11 o’clock at Bul- 
lock’s Corner. It was a cloudy day 
with the mercury about forty eight 
and a strong wind blowing from the 
northwest. Scent was good and the 
going deep when the first fox was 
found in the north end of Clark 
Hall’s woods. With a burst of glor- 
ious music the pack ran south across 
Hog Lane and finally marked their 
fox to ground back of Dave O’Dell’s 
Farm. Hounds jumped their second 
fox in Freeman’s pines. The line was 
carried up country through Mrs. 
Sherman’s right past Hershey’s Mill 
and on into Blossomdale. Hounds 
fairly flew across the large, open 
fields on the J. F. Lewis farm. Here 
Barbara Lucas was leadinng the first 
flight on her good hunter mare, De- 
borah. Our fox now led away north 
towards Immaculata College, then 
swung back into Blossomdale where 
he went to ground just in time to 
save his brush. 

A member of the hunt staff viewed 
a fox away south out of the Sherman 
property. Mr. Jackson lifted the 





pack back to the view and Hounds 


worked the line down across the John 
Sullivan farm and through the Shell- 
barks. This fox circled through 
Maple Lane Farm and headed back 
up country through Sullivan’s. The 
pack had never gotten very close to 
their fox. Traces of the line finally 
became very faint and Hounds could 
not hunt further. This run had nev- 
er been as fast as the two previous 
ones but the small field had a great 
opportunity to observe some splendid 
Hound work. The draw was now 
south through the Shellbarks, the 
nursery farm and Sam Eckert’s Bell- 
vue Farm. The cover west of the 
peach orchards held a fox and the line 
led away down country through Tay- 
lor’s swamps to ‘Pick’? Harrison’s 
Hunting Creek Farm, then back, 
across the top land of Paper Mill to 
the orchards. Our fox circled through 
this same country again and after an 
hour’s good _ sport, the Radnor 
Hounds ran into a farmer’s pack 
which had also brought a fox into 
Taylor’s swamp. Both packs ran 
down country to Harrison’s where 
Mr. Jackson thought it best to separ- 
ate Hounds and call it a day. 


Thursday, March 2nd. 

Hounds met at White Horse at 
1:30 p.m. The first draw was Charl- 
ton Yarnall’s Crum Creek Farm. This 
large cover proved blank and M. F. H. 
Roy Jackson drew Hounds on down 
country into Innices’ woods. A fox 
was found in Brooks’s woods. Hounds 
swung their fox around through Wil- 
liam du Pont’s, across the Leister 
farm into Innices’s, then back into 
Brooks’. Try as they might, Hounds 
could not straighten this fox out. 
After a half an hour’s circling 
around from one cover to another, 
the Master decided to whip Hounds 
off and draw on in search of better 
sport. A light wind blew out of the 
north. The day was bright and sun- 
ny with the temperature between 
forty and forty-five degrees. Scent 
seemed fairly good, but Hounds had 
to work for it. The Leopard country 
was next drawn. Here Hounds jump- 
ed a fox only to mark him to ground 
after a burst of but a few minutes. 
Mr. Jackson drew Hounds up country 
through Cathcart Rocks. Hounds 
opened up with great voice in the 
White Horse Farm woods. It was

TOO GOOD A SPORT 


anes 








The American SteeplechaSing game is one of the finest and pleasantest 
sports connected with racing in this country. For years, steeplechases have 
drawn the most representative crowds to the tracks, for years the finest 
sportsmen in the country have owned and raced jumpers and it has provided 
a great addition to race associations wherever it has been possible to con- 
duct races over jumps. On account of the great part that steeplechasing has 
played in racing, sportsmen everywhere have been greatly concerned over 
the future of the sport. There are so few owners to carry on the tradition; 
there are so few horses and the question of handicapping the horses there 
are has become a most controversial subject. 

Some years ago, there was enough money in steeplechasing to provide an 
opportunity for owners to maintain jumpers without tremendous expense. 
The circuit started at the Bennings track, went the rounds of Sheepshead, 
Gravesend, Belmont, Aqueduct, Pimlico, Saratoga, Montreal and Toronto 
and back to Bennings. There were plenty of jumping races, and what is 
more the cost of training and maintaining jumpers was about half what it 
is today. There were plenty of jumpers and there were, therefore, plenty of 
races. Hunt Meetings were started when jumping races on the tracks 
began to fail. Claiming races tried to smooth out the inequalities of the old 
selling races. When people began to take advantage of the claiming race to 
secure good horses or to win easy races, the handicap grades were put for- 
ward to divide horses into categories known as A, B and C according to their 
ability 

In steeplechasing grade C has become a mass of inequalities. There are 
too many horses in this category. <A takes care of the stake horse and B the 
handicap horse, but this leaves a vast group, some of which have been allow- 
ed to fall into class C because it is easy to win races there. The handicap- 
pers have the herculean task of attempting, in a weight scale ranging from 
120 pounds to 170 pounds, to equalize a situation that is impossible to 
make even so long as some men are trying to beat the game. 

Into this situation have jumped the foremost sportsmen in the countiy 
determined to maintain and uphold steeplechasing. Mr. John Hay Whitney's 
report on steeplechasing was a most important contribution. Not content 
with the report of the commission of which he was chairman, Mr. Whitney 
determined to bolster his report, one of whose findings was the dearth of 
steeplechase owners, by support from his own stable. 

There must needs be owners and plenty of them to stimulate steeplechas- 
ing, but to interest owners the races must be good. One reason for the prob- 
lem of steeplechasing is in the failure of the horses. At Pimlico last fall the 
track was full of horses being schooled over jumps but when race days ar- 
rived, these horses seemed to melt into thin air. The races barely filled, the 
reason, green horses had been brought on too fast and owners found they 
did not have a chance. Steeplechasing is a difficult business. It takes time 
to develop a good jumper and owners must learn to have more patience and 
not insist on winning steeplechases overnight. 

Finally, after taking the time to develop jumpers, owners do not care to 
] horses in claiming races so they turn to the handicap grades and the

great majority find their way to Class C. There the spread is so great that 
many owners are again discouraged. There is room for a grade D and even 


e E to make better races. With better developed steeplechasers, more 








eve 
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ily handicapped grades, the greatly to be desired condition of more own- 
ers should follow of its own aecord. Mr. Whitney has certainly shown the 
way by suiting action with words and there can be no doubt of the future 
of steeplechasing so long as such sportsmen are willing to get behind the 
sport for steeplechasing is too good a sport for the great American sports- 


man to let down.

Radnor 


“Gone Away” as the pack drove west 
across White Horse Farms in full cry 
through the back part of the Evans’ 
farm to Saw Mill woods. From here 
it was on up country without a check, 
through the bottom land of Bill 
Strawbridge’s to the cover on the 
east side of Brinton Lucas’s Mid- 
stream Farm. Here Hounds checked 
long enough to give everyone a short 
breather. Mr. Jackson cast the pack 
back into Midstream where Hounds 
picked up the line and worked on 
toward the Lucas house. Their heads 
came up again very shortly. Here, I 
believe, the line had been fouled by 
dog. After another short check, the 
line was recovered on the west side 
of Midstream. Swinging right hand- 
ed, our fox ran through Clyde John’s 
thicket, carried on across Silver 
Spring Farm into the Malvern Bar- 
rens, then down through the Barrens 
to the Malvern Road. Hounds check- 
ed on the road, and Mr. Jackson de- 
cided to call it a day. The hour was 
now about five fifteen. A small field, 
led by Charlie Harrison 8rd, Field 
Master for the day, had thoroughly 
enjoyed this fast hour’s hunt. 


Saturday, March 4th. 

Saturday the Radnor Hunt had a 
joint meet with the Rose Tree Fox- 
hunting Club. Owing to distemper 
in the Rose Tree Kennels, James R. 
Kerr, Jr., M. F. H. brought no 
Hounds. Rose Tree’s Master, hunts- 
man Quigley and the Rose Tree Field 
saw good sport with Radnor’s bitch 
pack hunted by Mr. Jackson. The day 
was dark and overcast with a damp 
wind blowing from the South. The 
threatening rain clouds, however, did 
not turn back any Rose Tree or Rad- 
nor followers. Mr. Jackson appoint- 
ed two field masters, Charlie Harri- 
son, 3rd and David “Bun” Sharp, Jr. 
A field of almost a hundred and forty, 
I believe, the largest this season mov- 
ed off behind Hounds from the Mas- 
ter’s Kirkwood Kennels at eleven 
o’clock toward Crum Creek Farm for 
the first draw. Crum Creek was blank. 
Crossing the Goshen road, Mr. Jack- 
son drew Hounds up through Dr. 
Stengel’s into Shirmer’s woods. Here 
in Shimer’s the first fox was started 
and the field had a good little pipe 
opener as Mr. Fox led Hounds up to 
the west end of Shimer’s thence back 
through Stengel’s and across the 
Goshen road to earth in Yarnall’s. 

Hounds drew on up country. Crow- 
ell’s orchard, Penn Tavern woods, the 
race track property, Thomas Bros.’ 
woods and Charlie Harrison’s Chucks- 
wood cover were all blank. Pratt’s 
woods, however, held a stout fox. 
This light colored red made straight 
for the Pig Farm woods, as Hounds 
routed him across the open fields of 
Sam Van Alen’s Rushton. A light 
drizzle had set in, but few there were 
of the large Field who paid any heed 
to it as they galloped on after Hounds 

































































wonderful view of the hunted fox as 
he ran out the west end of Quaker 
Woods and up a hill north across 
Delchester Farm. Half way up the 
hill, in full sight of everyone, Mr. Fox 
jumped up on a large rock where he 
stood for several moments looking 
back at Hounds and followers. Now 
with a great burst of music, Hounds 
came driving past the rock on which 
only a minute or so before their 
quarry had been quietly standing. 
From here it was on into Delchester 
woods where our fox circled and ran 
back across the open fields of Del- 
chester Farm to Quaker Woods. The 
line now led away down country 
through the Pig farm woods, continu- 
ed on through the race track proper- 
ty, Penn Tavern woods and E. B. 
Smith’s Sweetwater; thence back 
through Thomas Bros. woods, across 
Plumsack and the open fields of 
Rushton, to Pratt’s. The pace had 
been fairly fast, but by this time, our 
fox was a good way ahead and the 
line had become rather _ spotty. 
Hounds worked on west into Del- 
chester woods where scent failed en- 
tirely. This second fox had been 
hunted well over an hour. 

The Master drew Hounds on up 
country into ‘‘Pick’’ Harrison’s Hunt- 
ing Creek Farm. A large Field still 
followed, probably a little over one 
half of the original 140. Hounds 
pushed a fox out of Harrison’s swamp. 
This one carried Hounds and foilow- 
ers away on a run which those at the 
finish maintained lasted nearly an 


hour. It was on west up Taylor’s 
Swamp, then our fox swung right 
handed and led away through the 


peach orchards. On the north side 
of the orchards, he turned sharply 
and cireled back through P. M. Quil- 
leret’s Rocky Hill Farm then west 
almost to Rocky Hill. Swinging left 
handed Hounds carried the line south, 
through Moody’s nurseries, thence 
back down through Taylor’s swamp. 
Our fox headed on southeast, across 
the Joe Sharp property and crossed 
the Westchester pike with the pack 
close behind. The Master decided to 
take Hounds up here. The time was 
about 3:30 and a very good day’s 
sport had been shown to a large and 
enthusiastic Field. It was a very 
tired fox that crossed the pike some 
five hundred yards ahead of Hounds. 
His tongue hung out and his brush, 
heavy with mud dragged behind him 
on the ground. Hounds had been 
driving their fox all the way. If they 
had run on across the pike, they 
probably would have killed in a very 
short time. The Field were all in- 
vited back to the Radnor Hunt Club 
for breakfast and many a good hunt- 
ing story was heard before the large 
open fire.
